Dear  Mr.  Sixsmith: 

Referring  to  the  enclosed  note  addressed  to  you  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Henry  Chapman  relative  to  procuring  subsidiary  coins  of  all  denominations  dated  1922,  and  to 
which  you  immediately  called  the  attention  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  I  beg  to  submit  the 
following: 

On  October  11,  1922,  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Chapman  addressed  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury.  This  letter  was  forwarded  to  this  Bureau  for  attention,  and  on  October  17,  1922, 
the  following  reply  was  made  to  Mr.  Chapman: 

Replying  to  your  letter  of  October  11,1 922,  you  are  advised  that  early  in  the  year  the 
Mints  coined  five-cent  pieces  and  once  cent  pieces  in  the  minor  denominations,  and  are 
now  engaged  in  the  coinage  of  one  dollar  silver  pieces  and  twenty  dollar  gold  pieces. 

These  are  the  only  denominations  of  coins  that  have  been  executed  by  the  mints  during 
current  calendar  year.  There  is  such  a  large  stock  of  uncirculated  coin  in  the  Treasury  at 
present  that  there  would  be  no  justification  on  the  part  of  the  Department  n  executing 
subsidiary  coinage  during  this  calendar  year. 

Although  the  Treasurer  is  no  paying  out  new  coins  to  the  banks  for  circulation,  there  will 
be  no  difficulty  in  coin  collectors  obtaining  specimens  of  the  pieces  now  being  made.  The 
Department  could  not  undertake  to  coin  a  limited  number  of  pieces  for  the  purpose  of 
supply9ing  numismatists.
